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FOREWORD 


HE late Baron Lambert was the grandson of Baron Gustave de Roth- 

schild, who was among the foremost connoisseurs in this great family 
of collectors. He was known especially to his contemporaries of the late 
nineteenth century as a collector of French and Italian faience, and C. Drury 
Fortnum in his standard work Maiolica (1896) calls the collection formed 
by Baron Gustave “‘one of the first in Europe’’. The collection was a notable 
contributor in this field to the Paris Exhibition Retrospective of 1900, where 
much of the Palissy ware in the present catalogue was shown. 

The masterpieces of the sale range from two fifteenth century Hispano- 
Moresque plaques to the beautiful pictorial ceramics of Urbino. They in- 
clude the magnificent Gubbio ruby lustre technique of Maestro Giorgio 
Andreoli [Numbers 92 and 93] and the cool yellow lustre and cobalt blue 
ware of Deruta; Urbino plates of the Gonzaga-Este [Number 94] and 
Duke of Urbino [Number 127] services, and with the armorials of Pucci 
and Strozzi [ Numbers 84 and 105], and a Fra Xanto plate of 1532 [ Num- 
ber 73] lustred at Gubbio; a unique blue and white plate of the ultra-rare 
Medici porcelain [Number 110]; and the twenty pieces of beautifully 
modeled enameled faience by Bernard Palissy and his followers (including the 
work of the Avon factory near Fontainebleau) among which 1s the extra- 
ordinary ‘““Temperantia” dish [Number 115] modeled after the pewter 
original by Francois Briot, and notable for its coloring and perfect condition. 

Two Beauvais tapestries [ Numbers 61 and 62] from the great tenture 
chinots of De Meérou, after the cartoons of Vernansal, de Fontenay and 
Dumons are among the works of art from the same collection. In common 
with the majolica, they display that mastery of technical achievement which 
must have delighted their owner’s requisitive passion for perfection of the 
means, in the fine arts.
